George Black, • Spaniard, haa 
been living on his farm a few miles 
from Jonesboro. About I o'clock Sun- 
day morning a gang of about 100 
whlteoaps, headed by J. W. Metcalfe, 
of this place, went to Black's residence 
and demanded that he open the door. 
Black refused, whereupon the gang 
proceeded 
to 
batter 
down 
the 


door. 
The 
Spaniard's 
family 
be- 


came 
terror-stricken 
and 
sought 


refuge in a 
wardrobe, 
but 
the 


head of the family coolly armed, him- 
self with an army musket loaded with 
slugs and disputed the entrance of the 
mwanAen. 
The moment Metcalfe 


stepped in the door he received the 
load of slugs in the breast just below 
the right nipple. 
Tho gang then 


dragged their wounded comrade into 
the yard, and when Black attempted to 
leave the house he was shot down and 
left tor dead. 


After the whiteeaps left. Black 


crawled to the public road, a few hun- 
dred y»rds away, where he was found 
in a dying condition by a party of ne- 
groes. 


When the news of the tragedy 


reached Jonesboro the sheriff organ- 
ized a posse and started in pursuit of 
the whiteeaps. 
Metcalf 
was soon 


found and placed in the railway hos- 
pital, where he died Sunday night. 


Black lingered until Sunday after- 


noon, when he died. Ho made a sworn 
statement in which he testified that he 
recognized Metealf, but could not Iden- 
tify ike others, as they were all 
maaked. Metoalf refused to make any 
statement further than that Black was 
not the man they were after. 


The sheriff made eight arrests Snn- 


day night and eight yesterday on sus- 
picion of being implicated in Black's 
murder. 
Several parties are well 


known about town and their arrest 
has created a sensation. They all pro- 
test their innooeuoe but circumstantial 
evidence against them la very strong.

snob. Henoe the fining of a person oori- 
vioted of gambling upon a race trsck or 
elsawh«n must be sustained by the 
court*. 


Judge Wilderman'i ruling may have 


the effect ot dosing the East St. Louis 
jack altogether. 
It certainly appears 


bat any or all persons who mate bets at 
the raoe track aw liable to fine or im- 
prisonment. The case decided yesterday 
might be taken to the higher courts, but 
ndgingfrom supreme court decisions 
quoted by Judge Wilderman in his 
opinion, it is doubtful that an appeal 
would avail anything.
